Bupreme Court Decision
Gives Outside Areas Part

Registered voters in Porrance,
Ban Fernando, Bell, Maywood and
other municipalities within the
Los Angeles city school districty
will be permitted to- vote at the
coming recall election on Septem-
ber 27, as the result of a supreme
court decision which followed a
ruling of the district court of
appeal.

Although these arcas are outside
the city of Les Angeles, their votes
will be permitted on the sproposal
to recall three members of the
board of éducation, according to
the ruling. Recently the lower
court's decision was quoted to the
effect that. residents of outside
municipalities could not vote, but
under the ruling of the higher
court their votes will be counted,
according to Robert Dominguesz,
Los Angelés eity clerk.

The opinion of the
court stated in part:

“The #chool system is a matter
of general concern and not a
municipal affalr . .. The legisla-
ture has, by expressed language in
the school code, declared that
residents of the district, but out-
side the city, -may vote at the
election of members of the city
